LA GUAYRA, VENEZUELA, Jan. 22—Reports received liere from Mara- 


caibo, this morning-, state that the attack of the German, warships on Fort 
San Ca'rlos has been successful,, despite vigorous resistance by the Venezue- 
lans. 


The gunboats Panther and Pilke, it is said, have succeeded in passing 


the fort, have entered Lake Maracaibo and have captiired the Venezuelan 
gunboat Miranda."

been carried on with Colombia despite the blockade were the" primary ob- 
jects of the 'bombardment.

The Panther tried it alone least Saturday but was met with such a firece 


fire from General Bello's garrison in the fort that she was compelled to 
withdraw. A secondary object of the bombardment yesterday was revenge 
ror the defeat of the 'Panther. Commodore Scheder was in charge of the 
movement^ He came up with the armored cruiser Vineta, but laid his ship 
outside the bar and sent in the smaller vessels, the Panther and the Filke 
to do the bambarding at close range. The Vineta fired her big guns only. 


It is reported that the men, in the San Carlos garrison were finally driv- 


en from their guns, the fort having buen reduced, and that the village of 
San 'Carlos was burned as a result of the bombardment. 


The -warships maintained a terrific fire, hfct the marksmanship was bafl 


and it took more than three hours, according to the reports to reduce the 
little antiquated fort. The explosion of one of he ancient guns in the fort 
helped the Germans to victory.

"The story which General Chaffee is 


now telling," said Mr. (Jriggs, "about 
how America saved SSO.OOO.OOO for the 
Chinese government rends almost like 
a romance, and yet tin-re is another 
story in connection with our forces in 
China which I am surprised American 
newspapers have never learned of, and 
that is about a letter fieneral Chaffee 
wrote to Von Waldcrsee. the com- 
mander in chief of tho allied forces in 
China. 


"Shortly after the entrance of tbe 


German forces into Peking tbe soldiers 
of tbe kaiser entered iuto and de- 
stroyed the great and historic observa- 
tory iu that city. So flagrant was the 
outrage that General Chaffee wrote a 
letter of protest to You Waldersee. 


"The letter of General Chaffee was 


read one morning at a cabinet meeting, 
and upon the conclusion of its reading 
the members of the cabinet were found 
applauding the sentiments therein ex- 
pressed. I can only remember the 
tenor of the letter, and now that the 
Chinese war is a closed incident and 
our soldiers, as well :i.s the soldiers of 
the nations, have been drawn from the 
celestial empire it seems the incident 
of the Chaffee letter should accorupany 
the story General Chaffee is now tell- 
ing-.

splendid fellow, is at the same time 
the perfect embodiment of the im- 
perialism of his august majesty. Stern- 
burg was greatly excited, and he was 
rushing around demanding reparation 
for the gross insult General Chaffee 
had put upon the commander in chief 
of the allied forces in China. It was 
necessary for the cabinet to move in 
the matter, and it was finally decided 
to write a letter that would appease 
the angry feelings of the kaiser and 
Von Waldersee. 


"That letter was read to Mr. McKin- 


iey's cabinet before it Tvas sent. I do 
not now recall who wrote it. but it 
•was read by Secretai-y Hay. I believe 
:bat President Mc-Kinley had some- 
thing to do with its preparation. At 
east it was satisfactory to the Ger- 
man government 
H was a master- 


piece of diction, anil it served its pur- 
pose. If I were General Chaffee, noth- 
ing would give me more pleasure than 
to have the original of the letter he 
wrote Von Waldersee and tbe letter of j 
apology, so called, framed, so future 
generations might see how an Ameri- 
can soldier conducted himself in a for- 
eign war."

amount of press opinions in Germain', 
It was quite impossible," Lord Beres- 
foril continues, "for me to have infer- 
red that the British government was 
anything but a supporter of the Mon- 
roe doctrine. 


"My government declared to that ef-
